| Luzon, then to southern Luzon and later 
'to Samar and Leyte, where he received 
‘the surrender of the last of the insur- 
| gent forces. About a year ago he return. 
ed to the United States and took charge 
lof the department of Texas. Since then 
'he has been sent to Chicago. 


| Philippines as Fred Grant Sees Them. 

I asked General Grant to give me his 
opinion of the future of the Philippines 
based upon his stay there. He repiied: 

“Tl think the island's a valuable pos- 
session and that they will eventually be 
an tmportant self-sustaining colony of 
the United States. They are of large 
extent and their sof is very rich: 

“So far the political conditions have 
been euch that there has been but little 
incentive to develop the island. Under 
the Spanish rule both church and state 
worked against rather than for the good 
of the common people. Wages were 
low and the opportunities of the poor 
so few that there was tut little incentive 
to work and practically no hope of a 
poor man becoming rich by his labor. 
This is now changing. The projects 
mnder way to build railroads will result 
in cheap transportation and there will 
‘be a rearrangement of vatues all 
| around.”

Ventilation on Cars. 


(From Medical Talk.) 

There has been so much said and so 
many complaints made about the bad 
ventilation and the foul air of railway 
cars that at last the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company has devised a means by 
|which to ventilate their passenger cars. 
|To have good ventilation, pure air, means 
a great deal to the health of the person 
who travels very much, and renders even 
am occasional trip somethii§g to be en- 
Joyed instead of dreaded.

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Raised Everybody's Hands

Barrits, August 20.—**‘The damned race 
of Spain,” as the people of Navarre 
call them, are fast dying out—only ten 
or fifteen thousand left of a mfllion or 
more on both sides of the Pyrenees in 
the seventeenth century; superstition 
and ignorance raised everybody’s hand 
against them, and the Cagots are blotted 
out, or nearly so. 

“You want to visit the Cagots?” cried 
the mayor of Tscarroz, when I asked 
him for directions. His honor was be. 
side himself with astonishment. “How 
can a lady be interested in these miser- 
able curs?” And by way of frightening 
me from my purpose, he entered upon 
the description of the “lamned:” 

“If you desire to -° investigate, 
must needs go at night, for, like owls, 
the Cagots cannot see a thing in the 
daytime. I recommend the night, too, 
because they are so unspeakably ugly. 
No earlobes, scrofula sticking out all 
over their blasted bodies; their odor 
enough to appal a hCinaman.” 

He showed me the rules and regula- 
tions under which the Cagos lived of 
old. “The revolution did away with 
these wholesome laws,” he said, regret- 
fully, “but our people enforce them 
nevertheless. There is, for instance, not 
a Cagot in all Sphin who 
raise his eyes to a woman not of the 
damned race.”

“They make the gallows for our col- 
onies, and the garrotes for the criminal 
| courts of Spain,’’ I was told, and further, 
“they are peaceful] folks, not being al- 
| lowed to possess fron instruments other 
| than a few primitive tools.” No stilet- 
toes, brass nuckles or revolvers for the 
damned, as for the rest of Spaniards. 

In varioug villages I learned that the 
Cagots are. not permitted to send their 
cattle to graze on the common meadows, 
and that they must break their corn be- 
tween stones, as the village mill refuses 
to grind for them.

On a recent Monday I saw a number of 
“damned” in Guienna on. their donkey 
carts or mules. Instead of the pre- 
scribed red rag, m0Ost of them -wore 
scarlet shirts, or ditto trousers, the lat- 
ter luooking as if they had seen con- 
siderable service in the army.

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LIFE IN ALEUTIAN ISLANDS 


(From The Seattle Times.) 

The simple announcement that Mrs. 
Annie Vessey, of Kadiak, Alaska, had 
returmed to her home after a visit to 
Seattle, as reported in the soclety col- 
umns of the newspapers, meant little to 
the average reader, but the visit itself 
meant much to Mrs, Vessey, for it was 
the first time she had been outside Alas- 
ka. Never before had she ridden on a 
street car, seen a locomotive, been with- 
in a theater or witnessed the complex 
life of a city. All was new and strange 
to her. Her twenty years were spent 
entirely on Kadiak island and the islandg 
of the Aleutian group. Mrs. Vessey’s 
father, a descendant of the anclent houge 
| of Romanoff, the ruling dynasty of Rus- 
'Sia,*went to Alaska in !860, and has Iiy- 
there continuously in the Russian 
settlements of the Aleutians. Mrs. Ves- 
sey speaks Russian as well as English 
and several Indian tongues, and her trip 
to Seattle was as interpreter for the 
party of Aleutian islanders that went to 
the St. Louis exposition re¢ently. Her 
baby, Mrs. Vessey, dresses in suits made 
of squirre] skins, such as the natives 
wear. 

Just before jeaving Alaska, Mrs. Ves- 
sey’s mother shot a mammoth bear, and 
forwarded the head to the Smithsonian 
institution at Washington, D. C., 
the specimen the directors of the big 
scientific museum sent itg slayer $6800. 
In the skull were found imbedded a 
number of ‘old-time Russian hand-made 
bullets, carried no one knows how long 
by the Alaska bear after victorious meet- 
ings with his natural enemies. In the 
Aleutian islands the natives have so 
long been under the Russian influence 
that the Greek church ig thoroughly 
established, and all its festivals and 
rites are observed most faithfully. The 
natives are numerous. 

Eagles grow to an enormous size on 
Kadiak and other islands, and the - 
ernment pays a bounty on each one 
ed. for they carry off the sheep and are 
destructive in many ways. 

The long days of the summer season 
make the grass most abundant and ft 
grows to a height of 5 feet, while berries 
also grow plentifully and entirely with- 
out cultivation. On account of the 
numerous wild fiflowers there are many 
kinds of bugs and insects, rare species 
of butterflies and bees. In collecting 
these for various scientific bodies, Mra. 
Vessey’s father makes a good income, 
Cattle do well, but must be fed heavily 
because of the long and severe winters. 
Some mining is done. The climate as @& 
whole is most healthful.

Every stop he 
makes is among friends he hag been 
knowing and cultivating for years. Be- 
fore his baggage had been taken to his 
room he was surrounded by a number of 
friends, all anxious to shake his hand. 

“Oh, I find business pretty good down 
this way,’’ he remarked to one of the 
first to grasp his hand. “I found it 
better on my last trip. Just now that 
little affair down at Statesboro is not 
only attracting a lot of attention, but is 
putting its way into business of men 
who are moving around the country like 
I am. At every point I am encountered 
with that lynching, and it takes’ aboyt 
one-half my time to show that the 
lynching was not the work of the people 
who compose that country, but that it 
was done by a lot of people who exist 
in every section for whose actions the 
people making up the community are in 
no way responsible. I have always 
found it a pleasure to stand by the peo- 
ple of the south, for it was in the south 
that I was reared. Only the people of 
the south know what it ig to have 
characters Nke those who were put to 
death by that mob around. It is those 
characters which alone make mob law 
among the possibilities. Eliminate that 
class of negroes and there will never be 
any trouble tn the south like that recent- 
ly worked at Statesboro.” 

“T have been importing teas, New Or- 
leans being my obfective point now for 
four years," said H. H. Donehoo at the 
Kirmball last night, “and I am just now 
beginning to see what can be done in 
fmporting work. When we started the 
work there was nothing like it in the 
Crescent City, and there were few busi- 
neeg men who had any fdea that we 
could or would succeed: The result? 
Why, today we have over a hundred 
packers at work fn a building four 
times as large as the one tn which we 
started business. Then, too, we now 
have six men on the road where we 
had only one six months after we start- 
ed. A year after we opened we found 
our trade limited to Louisiana towns. 
Today we have salesmen working a half 
dozen states, and with the opening of the 
fall trate we will send a half dozen men 
into the New Pngiland states, where we 
hope to be able to do quite a nice 
Dbusiness.”’

Orders Issued Showing Js How 
Companies Leave for Manassas 


Handle Most of Georgia Troops. 
Sixteen Trains of Soldiers 
Will Pass Through At- 
lauta Sept. 2 and 3, 


On September 2 and 3 Atlanta is cer- 
tain to look like the mobilizing point o? 
a great army during war time, and the 
reason for this will be the train loads o¢ 
troops hurrying through this city to the 
big maneuvers of the government in and 
around historic Manassas in Virginia, 

There will be some _ sixteen trains of 
these soldiers who will leave or pass 
through Atlanta. Seven of these will be 
from Texas, two from Montgomery, Ala., 
both the Alabama troops and most of the 
Texas troops coming here over the West 
Point route; two trains .rom Albany and 
Macon over the Central of Georgia, one 
from Madison, two carrying the Six- 
teenth United States regulars going from 
here to destination over the Southern, 
and two trains from Atlanta carrying 
Georgia troops from this and adjacent 
cities. As will be seen by the following 
orders, the Southern, the Seaboard and 
the Central of Georgia will handle most 
of the troops from this section. 

Atlanta has been selected as a mobil- 
izing point for Georgia troops and on 
September 2 it is more than probable 
that the streets will be ‘filled with sol- 
dier boys from different sections of the 
state getting ready to hurry to the front 
and engage in the mimic warfare where 
some 25,000 to 30,00 soldiers will be 
engaged in carryi-- out maneuvers as 
provided for in the Dick -~.ll. 

The seven trains of soldiers from Texas 
are expected to pass through here on 
| September 3. Neither these troops nor 
| those from Alabama will spend any time 
‘in atlanta. They will hurry mgat 
through here on September 3. Neither 
these troops nor those from Alabama will 
‘spend any time in Atlanta. They will 
hurry right through, stopping only ubout 
half an hour, or even less. : 
| Of course all of these extra trains have 
| made a big demand on the railroads for 
| equipment and all of the passenger men 
‘in the Atlanta railroad world have been 
kept busy working over time in conse- 
quence. But all is now in readiness and 
every arrangement has bean made for 
the handling of the troops, and this, too, 
at regular schedule time, 

One thing is fortunate and that ts that 
this heavy movement comes just after 
tu@ movement of the peach crop, where 
the fruit trains have been running as 
extra sections to the regular passenger 
trains. In this way the Southern has 
been handling from seven to ten trains 
a day, al of which have oeen hurried to 
their destination with never more than 
a nalf hour’s delay on account of conges- 
tion.

French Chefs Are Being Supplanted 
by Our Cooking School Graduates. 
(From The Brooklyn Eagle.) 

This is good news that comes from 
Philadelphia, if it is only true. It is 
that many of the rich with big estab- 
lishments are replacing high priced 
French chefs with women who have 
learned their trade in American cooking 
Bchools. The explanation noq pa- 
triotism, but poverty, at compara- 
tive poverty. The shrinking of incomes 
@aused bv the slump in the stock market 
last year led many rich people into re- 
trenchment and this substitution of wom- 
en cooks for high priced men is of 
the devices to tide over hard times. The 
interesting part of the story is that the 
substitutes are said to be satisfactory, 
or at least their cooking is. It is even 
added that these women might hope in 
time to secure the same salaries which 
used to be paid to men cooks if they nad 
executive ability enough to run a big 
kitchen.

Another event fn the history of the 
commission will be the appearance of a 
new member, Hon. Joseph M. Brown, of 
Marietta, who will sit with that body for 
the first time on this occasion, since his 
recent apvointment to take the place of 
Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbus, re- 
signed, 

The freight rate question, {t would esem, 
is the most important one now before 
the commission. It is in the midst of 
an investigation growing out of com- 
plaints with regard to freight rates made 
by the Atlanta freight bureau, particu- 
lariy with regard to unjust discrimina- 
tions in rates that are made by the rail- 
Toads against Atlanta, 

When the hearing on this subject was 
completed the commission passed an or- 
der in which it said it considered that 
the rates within the state fixed by itself, 
were fair and just, but in interstate rates 
it found that many discriminations ex- 
isted against Atlanta and other Georgia 
points. The railroads were directed to 
rectify these within 60 days, in default 
of which the commission promised that !t 
would take under serious consideration 
the question of reducing rates within the 
State, despite the fact that it considered 
them just and reasonable. The com- 
mission also threatened to take the mat- 
ter up with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


The Syrup Rate. 

Since that order was handed down, 
nothing has been done, so far as is 
known, to remedy the evils complained 
of. In the meantime, however, another 
phase of the question was taken up, and 
the commission passed an order requiring 
the railroads to submit to 14 on August 
26, a new schedule of tariffs on syrup 
and similar products from the points of 
production to Atlanta and other points 
in the state. The object of this is to put 
Atlanta and the other points tnvolved on 
a parity with Montgomery and Birming- 
ham, which are at about the same dis- 
tance, if not farther, from the syrup 
producing points. The commission stated 
that in the event of failure on the part 
of the railroads to submit @uch revised 
rates as were called for, it would make 
a schedule of rates of its own and put 
it tato effect. 

‘This question, at least, will have to 
be passed upon whether any final de- 
cision is reached or not, with reference 
to the general complaint avout rates on 
the part of Atlanta. 

The Central’s Stock. 

Right in this connection a supplement- 
ary. petition has been filea by the At- 
lanta freight bureau, which seeks to 
establish the fact that the Southern rail- 
Way 4a the owner of the stock of the 
Central of Georgia, and is therefore in 
practical control of that system. In or- 
der to establish its claim the freight bu- 
reau has asked the commission to require 
the Central of Georgia to produce a list 
of its stockholders, its stock book, a list 
of its directors and a list of the parties 
. to whom were originally {ssued all of 
the bonds and debentures rfow outstand- 
ing. 

If the freight bureau can éstablish tn- 
fact that the Southern !{s in control vf 
the Central, it wil! demagd that rule | 
be applied to these two systems. The 
application of ruje | would mean that 
all shipments made over both Tines or 
any part of both lines would be charged 
for on a continuous mileage basis, mean- 
ing perhaps, a reduction In the rates 
on such shipments of 10 to 25 per cent. 
At present these two systems operate 
under rule 27, which provides that the 
charges for such shipments shall be tha 
#um of the local rates on the lines in- 
volved, fess 10 per cent.

The element 
wanting in Mr. Watson’s present atti- 
tude is realization of the necessity for 
consulting expediency; every political 
party which hopes for success must 
take this into consideration in the 
making of its platform and the shap- 
ing of its campaign. 

Parties by their platform declara- 
tions cannot make issues. Those are 
made by the people. The real issue’ 
in any campaign are made of those 
questions about which the people of 
the country are thinking. It is the 
duty of a party to declare itself upon 
these questions made live by the peo- 
ple; it is folly for 1t to devote space 
in its platform or to waste the ammt- 
hition of its orators upon other ques- 
tions. 

It is not wise to scatter in the at- 
tack upon the enemy. Recognizing 
tuat the only practical way to advancs 
the interests of the people is for the 
democratic party to first be put into 
power, the democratic national con- 
vention confined itself, in making the 
party’s platform, to matters which 
may properly be regarded live, and 
omitted mention of others which, in its 
judgment, cannot well be considered 
in that light. : 

It was this desire to deal only with 
such matters as are now attracting 
the attention of the people that im- 
pelled the omissicn of reference to the 
money question. Expediency of this 
character may be criticized, but it Is 
not only sensible and wise, but nec- 
essary. 

The same sort of expediency was 
exercised with reference to another 
question which has not yet assumed 
the dignity of a national issue, but 
will in time, and when that time 
comes the democratic party can be 
relied: upon to take its position with- 
out hesitation or qualification on the 
side of.the people. We refer to the 
income tax. 

The democratic platform does not 
contain any reference to an income 
tax. The reason for the omission 
cannot be laid to any doubt that the 
democrats of the country are in favor 
of an income tax, but solely to the 
belief that this was not the time for 
the trial of that issue. 

In the opinion of the democratic 
party the greatest menace to the wel- 
fare of the republic is the possible 
continuance in the presidential office 
of Theodore Roosevelt. Compared 
with that, everything else sinks into 
insignificance. The democratic fight 
this year is, accordingly, against 
Rooseveltism with all that it implies; 
and in preparing for it, the represen- 
tatives of the democratic masses in 
the national convention determined 
to put nothing into the platform which 
would by any possibility endanger the 
success of that fight. 

But the income tax will come in 
good time. It is a just and proper 
form of taxation which will operate 
to put its fair share of the tax bur- 
den upon wealth, much of which now 
escapes. This tax can only come, 
however, through the success of the 
democratic party; and however elo- 
quently it may now be advocated 
an issue, the practical effect of the 
agitation at this time—if it has any 
eifect at all—will be to the injury of 
the cause of reform in just so far as 
it contributes to the continuance of 
Rooseyveltism.

“The Key ordinance, which was for the 
purpose of giving the chief of police more 
power and taking away nearly all the 
prerogatives of the chairman of the 
board, is good as far as it goes, but it 
Jacks about 4 miles of going far enough. 
It is my opinion that all the city ordl- 
pances and police rules should be so plain 
and explicit that there will be no doubt 
abeut the chief having full power.” 

The committee will find the book of 
rules by which the members of the force 
gre supposed to be governed a very out- 
of-date affair. The changes made by the 
Key ordinance are not there; officers are 
ramed and their duties defined when such 
positions have been abolished long ago; 
and names of places and fire alarm boxes 
are given wrong. 

The Liquor Rule.

Here is one who, under the name of 
the conflict of°*Normanism” and “An- 
glo-Saxonism,” would figure the prog- 
ress of the Pnglish-speaking race in that 
form of government which in the au- 
thor’s mind is the best and the last 

word in governmental methods. 

He begins by saying that the source 
of all governmental powers, sovereignty, 
lies in the whole people, and asserts that 
only so much of this sovereignty as is 
necessary for the protection of Innocence 
and the restraint of wrong may rightly 
be delegated to the actual rulers. He is 
therefore a strict congtructionist in the 
case both of written constitutions, like 
that of the United States, and of con- 
stitutions, which, like that of Pneland, 
broaden from precedent to precedent. So 
in the case of the United States, again 
he insists on the constitution as a com- 
pact of states as corporate bodies, not a 
compact between all the citizens of all 
the states. 

Naturally the author makes a prelim- 
inary survey of older systems of govern- 
ment, especially those of Gresce and 
Rome. To these, however, he refuses the 
title of governments by and for the 
whole people, finding in the tribes and 
their component villaiges of the Angles, 
Saxons and Jutes the sole beginnings of 
all that has simce grown into the repub- 
lican onder,” viz., local self-government 
through selected men and a central gov- 
ernment made up of a man or men acting 
as the representatives of the local bodias 
politic and concerned only with the most 
necessary matters of regulation ami de- 
fense for the good of all,

Our Streets and Our Trees. 
Editor Constitution: I confess this 
subject always inspires me with a kind 
of reverential awe. A towering tree of 


the forest is like a king—“such majesty, 
such divinity, doth hedge i{t about.” 
Trees are associated with many great 
events and are types of noble and beauti- 
ful things, from the terebinth of Abra- 
ham—the Charter Oak and the great elm 
under which Washington stood in Cam- 
bridge to sign his terms of peace. They 
are the longest lived of all material ob- 
jects. Our Bible begins in Genesis to 
tell of the “tree of life,”” and closes in 
Revelation with the “tree of life,” whose 
leaves are for the healing of the nations. 
The tree is a type of endurance and pro- 
tection. It offers to man and beast “a 
covert from the storm and a shadow 
from the heat.” Well may we cherish a 
noble tree, and one who does so is a 
philanthropist. 

Some one told me of this incident so 
fine and delicate, that I must give it to 
your readers. I am glad it happened in 
Georgia. A gentleman living on his large 
plantation near Athens had in the midst 
of one of his flelds a majestic oak. When 
he died, in his wil] he bequeathed to 
that oak the acre of ground on which it 
stood. Nothing could invade the sanctity 
of its possession. It is sentiment like 
this that inspired that well-beloved old- 
fashioned song, “Woodman, spare that 
tree; in youth it sheltered me, I'll pro- 
tect it now.’’ But my object in writing 
is mostly practical, and is as much ccn- 
cerned with my love for Atlanta and its 
beauty as for the trees themselves, 

In Boston there is a magnificent park 
system, and trees are cared for as if 
they were sentient beings. Boston has 
15 miles of splendid park driving, and it 
looks like another paradise. In the west 
and north the same fine system prevails, 
and the result is very beautiful. Atlanta 
is now large enough to have the same 
wise provision for her tree treasures. 
Let us have more variation. Let our 
many varieties of maple from the dark 
green sugar maple to the tender green 
sharply articulated leaved variety have 
a fair showing; our fine, very beautiful 
red oaks and white oaks, s0 harmonious 
in shape, so ornamental] at al] times from 
the early spring to its crimson and yel- 
low glory in the fall. The white oak, 
with its wide-spreading branches, hos- 
pitably inviting rest and shade, our pop- 


lars and magnificent beeches and sweet-_ 


gum and treasurés of our forest too 
numerous to mention. We have fallen 
into the bad habit of planting the elm 
in all the new streets, and almost only 
the elm, and a close observation cor- 
roborated also by the close observation 
of many of our citizens will disclose to 
you that the elm is not a success in our 
climate; it is later in putting on its 
green in the spring, and earlier to grow 
brown and sere and fall in the yellow 
leaf. It never takes on the noble pro- 


—, 


portions that are natural to {f[t In a 
colder clime, Dut is dry and starved look- 
ing, as a rule. What a floral festival 
Atlanta could have if each one of us 
would plant one white or pink dogwood 
on our lawns. or a crabapple with its 
delicious perfume wafted on the balmy 
air. Many of our trees need enriching. 
In north Atlanta there Is more variety, 
more care, and the resultg are fine. There 
ig an ordinance which if enforced would 
greatly improve the appearance of our 
streets. This ordinance requires that 
the sidewalks shall either be paved to 
the curbing, or that the strip of earth 
remaining shall be kept green and even 
with the pavement. The negiect of this 
ordanance has already cost the city 
several suits for damages, and is a most 
unsightly spectacle. Atlanta is a flour- 
ishing and beautiful city, rich in 
splendfd public buildings and fine archi- 
tecturally charming homes—but its 
trees and streets are not cared for as 
becomes so progressive a city. She has 
already learned the lesson that “taste 
should twine its arms of vine ‘round 
thrift’s uncomely rudeness.’’ These lines 
are written not in fault-finding, but as 
an added stimulus to the beautiful spirit 
and love of harmony already so charac- 
teristic of our city. Let us enrich and 
water our trees, not only on the gtreets, 
but on the lawns, and around our cap- 
itol and public buildings. Let us grasp 
every corner for little parks and make 
it truly a “‘city beautiful.’’

JORDAN TALES IMMIGRATION. 


Declares He Favors Better Class of 
Foreigners. | 

Monticello, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
In speaking today of the meeting of the 
State Agyieuttural Society at Hawkins- 
ville, whtich adjourned on Wednesday, 
Harvie Jordan referred to a misstate. 
rrent in the reports sent out in which it 
was gaid that immigration was the prin- 
cipal topic of discussion and that he de- 
livereqd a spxch against immigraiion. 
Hon. J. J. Conner, of Bartow, and Hop. 
J, Pope Brown, of Pulask!, were also 
sald to be opposed to immigrafion, but 
that a published resolution which had 
been introduced by Captain Park was 
passed 


Mr. Jordan declared: 

“The resolution 2s introduced by Cap- 
tain Park’ was not adopted but was ab- 
sclutely shorn of its main object ané 
purpose before the society would accept 
it. The purpose of the framers of iie 
resolution was to secure the indorsement 
of the society relative to a demand for 
the enactment of a law by the next gen- 
cral assembly establishing a state bzu- 
reau of immigration in Georgia. This 
distinctive feature of the resolution was 
stricken and in its altogether 
form, as published, was adopted. I stat- 
ed in my discussion that we would not, in 
any wise object to immigration of Ger- 
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jthat I seriously objected to opening a 


bureau of immigration to induce the 
yauper labor of southern Europe to 
comé to “Georgia “to ergage in: the pre- 
duction of cotton to meet the demands of 
foreign spinners for cheap cotton. The 
manufacturers of cotton have shown 
themselves more active in the demand 
fer émmigraticn bureaus in the souin 
than anybody else, and this demand wis 
more fully crystallized when the price 
cf tthe staple reached 15 cents last 
epring. 

“The land owners of the south do not 
vant their territory overrun with the 
riffref! of southern Bvrorpe, which has 
siready become a Menace to the people 
of the middie and New England states. 
Georgia has always welcomed good peo- 
ple within her domain and will continue 
to do so, but the framiers of the original 
résolution introduced before the society, 
ard which pvrecipitated the debate rc- 
ferred to, wanted that resolution adopt-. 
ed for the main purpose of securing its 
effect and influence upon the met.bers 
of the next genera] assembly. 

“The advocates of a state bureau of 
immigration appear to wish primarily to 
increase the population of the state, but 
if the increase. has to come from foreign 
lands, the people of the state would do 
well to carefully consider what manner 
of foreigners they shall seek with the 
money of our taxpayers. 

“The cesolution as amended and adopt. 
ed might as well have gone into the 
waste basket as the minutes of the s0- 
ciety, because it only recited what has 
always been the policy of this state, and 
that was, to welcome among us all d 
citizens who desire to cast their lot in 
this great state and actively ald in bulld- 
ing vp its magnificent undeveloped and 
varied resources.”

These resolutions were discussed for two 
hours and read three times while they 
were pending and the members certainly 
knew what they voted for. In order that 
everybody may know just what this wag 
I ask that you reproduce the resolutions 
in full in vgry clear type. The copy you 
printed Thursday was somewhat mutl- 
lated in transmission, I inclosge a cor- 
rect copy made from the original reso- 
lutions in possession of Secgetary Calvin. 

As originally introduced the resolutious 
contained a paragraph asking the legisla- 
ture to establish an immigration bureau. 
Toward the close of the discussion a 
gentleman, whose name I did not know, 
said that he favored the adoption of the 
resolutions, but thought an immigration 
bureau unnecessary and said that people 
were rapidly coming into Georgia al- 
ready. Captain J. J. .Connor, who had 
opposed the resolutions in toto, offered an 
amendment to strike out the paragraph 
asking the legislature for an immigra- 
tion bureau. At this junction Mr. Cal- 
vin, the secretary of the society, who is 
also a member of the legislature, in- 
formed Captain Park that under the act 


of 1894, which seems to have been over- 
looked, the commissioner of agriculture 
is made a commissioner of immigration 
ex-officio and charged with the duty of

Resolutions Adopted by the Georgia 
Agricultural Society. 


Whereas, The fathers of our country de- 
clared that the United States shoud for- 
ever be an asylum ‘for the oppressed of 
all nations, and in pursuance of this ipvi- 
tation 21,000,000 of people have come to 
this country since 1820, and the survivors 
of these people and their children con- 
stitute one-third of the producing power 
of the nation, furnishing ‘more than half 
of all the males engaged in manufactur- 
ing, trade and transportation, with a 
smaller percentage of idleness and illit- 
eracy than the rest of the population; and 

Whereas, Only the troublesome class of 
foreigners is heard of, while the great 
toiling and productive majority keep the 
peace and are seldom heard from; and 

Whereas, The 12,000 foreigners and the 
183,000 people of other states in Georgia 
are a valued addition to our citizenship, 
and give employment to a still larger 
number of our own people; therefore 
be it 

Resolved by the Agricultural Society of 
Georgia, That we welcome all good people 
to our state, no matter where they come 
from, so long as they are hard working, 
intelligent and lawabiding citizens, who 
are able and willing to do their full ghare 
of work and contribute their full quota 
to the upbuilding of the material, moral 
and intellectual interests of this state.

WHBAT—Sensational price variations 
continued to attract the attention of the 
wheat market today. The operations 
were on an extensive acale, but generally 
they reflected evening up transactions in 
view of the Sunday interval. The news 
from the northwest continued very sen- 
saitional, although conservative interests 
argued that the actual dam@ge could not 
be ascertained at this time. At the same 
time, however, it was admitted on all 
sides that the crop damage Nas been 
very great. The news, aside from that 
emanatimg from the northwest, was not 
very seriously considered, although the 
cash and export business ‘was slow, while 
the statistics generally met expectations. 
The foreign reports were less bullish 
than heretofore, and the foreigners were 
not inclined to take on any wheat. The 
country offerings were moderate, but the 
movement of wheat, as a whole, was 
only moderate. The feeling generally 
Was considerably mixed, and late in’ the 
day there was some ivregularity—natu- 
ral, however, in view of the Sunday in- 
terval. - 

CORN—While there was an uncertain 
disposition on the part of traders in 
corn, the trade, as a whole, was inclined 
to be a little bearish in consequence of 
the bearish crop accounts. The .weather 
conditions were very favorable, and the 
indications pointed to a big yleld. ‘Ine 
country offerings were fair, amd the cash 
and export trade continued small and 
sluggish. The wheat fluctuations had 
some effect on sentiment, but the market 
generally was more inclined to follow the 
dictations of legitimate market factors. 
so the close there was an uneasy feel- 
ng. 

OATS—In oats there was a small mar- 
ket and the professionals generally were 
in control. There was a fair demand on 
the eports of rain interferring with the 
threshing, but generally the feeling was 
rather bearish on the good grading. 

PROVISIONS were dull and devoid of 
special feature. Professional traders did 
the bulk of the business. Packers did lit- 
tle either way.

Story of the Capture.

20 South Broad street, and placed Rebb 
under arrest. He wae taken to the office 
of Inspector Wright, in the customs 


house, and in the presence of his ems |

Seaboard Equals Coast Ling

a Four Per Cent Dividend and 
Can Be Operated for as Low 
Ratio as the Atlantic 
Coast Line. 


Baltimore, Md., August 20.—(Special.) 
John Skelton Williams, of Richmond, Va., 
chairman of the boafd of directors of the 


Seaboard Air Line Railway Company and 


member of the banking firm of John L. 
& Sons, was in Baltimore to- 
day. 

In an interview Mr. Williams said con- 
cerning the Seaboard: ‘‘The gross earn- 
ings of the Seaboard Air Line system for 
the twelve months ended June 30, 1904, 
exceeded $13,300,000. The surplus earn- 
ings after the payment of operating ex- 
penses, taxes and fixed charges, includ- 
ing interests on bonds, interest on car 
trusts and rentals, amounted to $500,000. 

“From fhis balance, however, is to be 
deducted other interests and commissions 
paid during the year to syndicates and 
syndicate managers which are not proper- 
ly chargeable under the head of regular 
fixed charges. The company has shown 
this surplus over and above regular fixed 
Gharges, notwithstanding the fact that 
it was operated during the past twelve 
months at a higher ratho of expense than 
any other railroad of equal size in the 
United States as far as I have -been able 
to observe 

Seaboard Earning Money. 

“The Seaboard Air Line railway is 
earning at the present time the same 
gross earnings per mile as the Atlantic 
Coast Line and it is the opinion of able 
railroad authorities that wits proper man- 
agement the Seaboard Air Line railway 
should be operated at approximately as 
low a ratio of expenses as the Atlantic 
Coast Line, If this should be done the 
Seaboard Air Line railway would be able 
even on the present basis of earnings 
without any increase to pay 4 per cent 
dividends on the entire issue of preferred 
stock and 3 per cent dividends on the 
common stock. 

“Track laying from Atlanta to the 
junction with the old East and West 
railroad division at Rockmart, Ga., was 
completed day before yesterday, thus 
marking the practical completion of the 
line from Atlanta, Ga., to Pell City, Ala., 
within about 30 miles of Birmingham.

From the indications to- 
day, even before the hearing, there is an 
opinion that there will have to be ua 
third man called in to settle these cases, 
as it was in the other two. 

Mr. Steed stated this morning that 

he has prepared aie statement and 
forwarded it to the comptroller 
general giving the figures shown on the 
digest of all property, exclusive of the 
mills, and accompanying this statement 
there is a letter to the comptroller asking 
for certain advice.

Mr. Steed says the natural Increase in 
the county taxable property has been 
about as usnal, though In some of the 
items there has been a decrease.

It remains to be seen whether the French 
cabinet will make good its threat that 
unless the vatican withdrew its sume- 
mons to the two bishops, the papal nun- 
cio at Paris would be given his passports 
and the French embassy at the vatican 
‘be withdrawn .A cartoon in a Munieh 
‘paper represents the pope as discharging 
a shot at a figure symbolical of France. 
But the ball only rebounds and strikes the 
pope on the nose. Something like that 
has been the result right along in the 
warfare the vatican is waging aguinst

The first Logia, or sayings of Jesus, 


| were discovered at Oxyrhynchus, on the 
(edge of the western desert 1/20 miles 
from Cairo, and published by Grenfell & 
| Hunt in 1897. A second papyrus of the 
same kind has recently been found there, 
‘and is now published a? the Oxford uni- 
versity press under the title, “New Say- 


ings of Jeus.”’ 
forty-two incomplete lines on the back 
of a survey list of various pieces of land. 
‘It was. wrftten in the middle or end of 
the third century, A. D., but the logia 
themselves date from a much earier 
period. There are altogether five sayings 
on the papyrus, the longes and most 
important of which reads as follows, the 
words in parentheses being supplied as 
tentative restorations of gaps in the 
manuscript: “Jesus saith (Ye ask? who 
‘are those) that draw us (to the kingdom, 
if) the kingdom ie in heaven? . -. the 
‘fowls of the air, and all beasts that are 
‘under the earth or upon the earth, and 
the fishes of the sea, (these are they 
which draw) you, and the kingdom of 
heaven is within you; and whosoever 
‘shall know himself shall find it.. (Strive 
'therefore?) to know yourselves, and ye 
shall be aware that ye are the sons of 
the (4Jmighty?) Father; (and?) ye shall 
know that ye are in (the city of God?), 
and ye are (the olty?).’ “The kingdom 
of heaven is within you,” is almost 
identical wéth Luke 17:21, “the kingdom 
of God is within you.’ and this is the 
‘central thought of the whole saying. The 
‘first part of the saying appears to mean 
that the things of the natural world lead 
jus to this kingdom, as Jesus 50 frequent- 
‘ly showed in his teaching by means of 


| iitustrations drawn from nature; and the 
latter part of the saying appears to mean 


that we find the kingdom by meditation 
within rather than by seeking it with- 
out.

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SIX MONTHS OF FIGHTING 
IN RUSSIO-JAPANESE WAR 


1X months ago today, having severed diplomatic negotiations with Russia, 
Sse began war by seizing Masampo, a port on the southern coast of 
Korea, as a base for landing troops. During the following night Admiral 
Togo’s torpedo flotilla surprised the Russian fleet at Port Arthur, crippling al- 
most all the largest vessels. On February 9 the Russian cruiser Variag, the tor- 
pedo transport Korietz and the transport Sungan were blown up at Chemulpo, 
sunk by a Japanese fleet.

Since then Japan has, on both land sea, won ccession of brilliant 
victories. Russia has borne up under disaster after disaster. With the climax of 
the campaign seemingly almost at hand, Port Arthur, where the fighting began, 
is likely soon to fall. An army of. from 50,000 to 100,000 men, with perhaps 350 
guns, is thundering upon its last line of defense, and the final assault is daily ex-

pecied. 
Faces Disaster on Land. 

In the mountains of Manchuria, too, Russia faces disaster. With almost un- 
exampled rapidity three great Japanese armies, in addition to that reducing Port 
Arthur, have been thrown into the field. Between 200,000 and 300,000 men have 
Occupied the entire southern coast, and have driven the Russians back to Liao- 
Yang, upon which they are now conver ging. 

For three months after beginning the war the Japanese devoted themselves 
to crippling the Russian fleet at Port Arthur, sealing the harbor there, and to 
landing an army in Korea and fortifying the mountain fastnesses of that coun- 
try. 

Utter demoralization prevailed at Port Arthur after the first disaster, until, 
on March 8, Vice Admiral Marakoff, the foremost Russian naval expert, took 
command of the shattered fleet. For a little more than a month he made a brave 
showing, but on April !3 his flagship, the Petropavlovsk, was blown up by a 
Japanese mine, and the admiral and 650 men drowned. On the same day the bat- 
tle ship Pobieda was damaged by a mine.

Besides these vessels quite a number Of torpedo boats and small gunboats on 
both sides have been lost, and several other Russian battle ships have been re- 
ported to have been torpedoed. 

Crossing of Yalu Began Real Fighting. 

The crossing of the Yalu river into Manchuria by Genera] Kuroki, with from 
$0,000 to 40,000 men, inflicting a joss of about 5,000 on the Russians under Gen- 
eral Zassalitch and losing only about 1,000 himself, began the active land cam- 
paign. The Japanese fleet, after many unsuccessful attempts, succeeded, on 
May 6 in sealing the harbor at Port Arthur with stone-laden vessels, and on 
he 7th the Japanese began to debar k troops at Pitsewo, north of Port Ar- 
thur. Soon the fortress was isolated, and on May 26 the Japanese under General] 
OKu took Nan-Shan hill, the first of the outlying fortifications, losing 5,000 men 
and inflicting a loss of 2,000 on the Russians under Genera] Stoessel. 

Meanwhile General Kuroka had moved to Feng-Wang-Cheng, where a new 
base was established, and another ar my of about 60,000, under General Nodzu, 
was landed at Taku-Shan. These two forces steadily drove the Russians back 
toward Liao-Yang and away from the coast. 


Stakelberg’s Illfated Diversion. 

To delay these operations and to re lieve the pressure upon Port Arthur, 
General Kuropatkin sent General Stak elberg, with about 35,000 men, southward 
on the Liao-Tung peninsula. About half of these occupliied. Kai-Chow, at the 
neck of the peninsula, while the other half drew away the forces of General 
Oku from near Kin-Chow. On June 15. 16 the battle of Vafangraw, or Tellissu, 
was fought, the Russians losing 3,000 and the Japanese about 1,000. 

General Oku and General Nodzu co ntinued to drive the Russians northward, 
taking Kin-Chow, with small loss, on June 9, and Tashichao, also with small 
loss, on July 22-25. To reduce Port Arthur another army under General Nogi 
was landed. 

in the north, after many small skirmishes, General Kuroki occupied Motien 
and other passes on the road to Liao-Yang on June 27. In dttempting to regain 
these positions the Russians, on July 4 and 17, made desperate attacks, under 
the leadership of General Count Keller, losing each time about 1,000 men. On 
July 19, after the last attack, the Japanese pushed westward, capturing Kiag- 
Tung, when they also inflicted heavy losses. 

Recently, from July 30 to August |, the three Japanese armies drove the Rus- 
sians from Shi-Mu-Cheng, Hai Cheng, Yangze and Yashu passes, on their main 
position around Liao*Yang, the Russians losing about 4,000 and the Japanese 
about 2,000. Among those killed was Count Keller, one of the best Russian 


generals.

Raids by Vladivostok Squadron. 

During the entire war the severest setbacks Japan has received have been 
from the raids of the Russian cruiser squadron from Vladivostok. Besides nu- 
merous small boats, the squa@®on, on April 26, sunk the big transport Kinshin, 
173 men and valuable war munitions being lost. On the succeeding raid the 
transport Hidachu was sunk and the transport Sado badly damaged, nearly |,- 
000 men being lost. And on Juné 20 the squadron began a raid which has se- 
riourly crippled Japanese shipping, several English and American firms having 
canceled sailings for Japanese ports. In this raid the British steamship Knight 
Commander and the German steamer They were sunk ,and the German steamer 
Arabia, all with American cargoes, captured,

ago a German magician and 

visited the United States and made a 
considerable name for himself. with his 
art. Some of his marvels were produced 
with the aid of his little daughter, who, 
even then was rather pretty. Presently 
the pair returned to Europe and doubtless 
have been forgotten from that day to 
this. Certainly no one in the United 
States who read a few cabled lines re- 
cently about a tragedy in the Styrian 
Alps could have connected the woman in 
the case with the little magician who 
had helped entertain so many American 
audiences. The two were the same, 
however, and further investigation re- 
veals the fact that the girl has had a 
career, the like of which one rarely 
finds, 

The tragedy which has Drought this 
remarkable history to light took place 
in Murzzuschlag, a pretty little summer 
resort in the Styrian Alps. Captain 
Francis. von Hervay, the popular gover- 
nor-0f, the, district, who had quite re- 
cently. - !a.xith and’ fascinating 
bride, w: und Oné morning dead in his 
bed. An. empty revolver by his side 
showed that he had committed suicide. 
This was the outcome of his apparently 
happy marriage. 

Captain von Hervay’s career had been a 
series of successes. A gclever boy at 
school, and a bright and intelligent young 
official in the Imperial Ministry of HBdu- 
cation, he always enjoyed the good will 
of his superiors, and when scarcely thirty 
years of age, was appointed to the im- 
portant post of governor of the district 
of Murzzuschlag. The occupant of such 
a post is, as the chief representative of 
the imperial government, always an im- 
portant personage. In this’ case, how- 
ever, the dignity and responsibility are 
much greater, as the district of Murz- 
zuschlag includes Murzsteg, where the 
Emperor Francis Joseph has a hunting 
box, and the governor must answer for 
his majesty’s safety when he comes down 
to shoot and hunt in the neighboring 
forests. Last October von'Hervay had 
to be responsible not alone for his im- 
perial master, but also for the czar, when 
the two sovereigns and thefr ministers 
drew up the famous Murzsteg programme 
of reforms for Macedonia: 

Occupying such a position, the captain 
was a most eligible. match. And so at 
least thought one of the fair summer 
visitors, who came to Murzzuschlag last 
year. She was brilliant and fascinating, 
but of somewhat uncertain age. Men 
put her down to be 28, but the more 
discerning feminine sex added ten years 
to this estimate. She came accompanied 
by an officer who was variously said to 
be her brother, cousin and husband. He, 
however, soon disappeared, but the lady 
who described herself as the daughter of 
a Russian grand duchess, with vast es- 
tates, remained and became a prominent 
figure in local society. The men raved 
about her, but the women were suspicious 
and speculated much as to her true ante- 
cedents. From the outset the governor 
showed a lively. interest in her, and it 
was not long before they were bethrothed. 
The marriage was a brilliant affair, and 
among the distinguished guests present 
was the Austrian minister of education, 
in whose bureau yon Hervay had begun 
his official career. 

At first all went well, although local 
gossip continued. Curiosity as to the 
wife’s past history increased, and one 
day a local paper published a short fic- 
tion story which was clearly intended for 
the Frau von Hgrvay.. The heroine was 
said to have been a swindler, who had 
had four or five husbands. The gover- 
nor read it, and was seized with a horri- 
ble dread. He called his wife into his 
private office, and after a long interview 
they parted. The lady left Murzzuschlag. 
Then came news from Vienna of her 
having: been found unconscious in one of 
thé principal streets, having according to 
her own story, taken a dose of prussic 
acid. The doctors applied stomach 
pumps, but found no traces of the poison. 
The suspicions of the police were aroused 
and the woman’s true wentity and his- 
tory became known. 

Erna Leontine Elvira Bellachini was 
born in 1860, and her father, a Jew, 
whose rea] name wag Bellach, was one 
of the most popular magicans ever seen 
on the continental] stage. At i6 Erna 
became a chorus girl in the old Victoria 
theater in Berlin. Two years later she 
made her first matrimonial venture, 
marrying in Berlin a wealthy wine mer- 
chant, whose property she immediately 
began to squander. In addition, she 
proved unfaithful, and her husband se- 
cured a divorce. 

Then ghe became acquainted with the 
well-known Countess Fisi Seydewits, who 
introduced her under the name of 
Madame de Behair at one of the small 
German courts. Here she met a gay 
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FRAU VON HERVAY. 
From a recent copyrighted photo- 
graph, showing the false jewels which 
helped her in creating an impression 
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seemed quite incapable of remaining in 
love with any person long together, and 
soon began a desperate flirtation with a 
@ashing dragoon officer, whose ac- 
quaintance she made in a characteristic 
way. Seeing the officer approaching her 
in a public square, she was seized with 
a convenient fainting fit and’ contrived 
to fall into his arms. The dragoon 


and the news of their intimacy reach- 
ing her husband, divorce proceedings fol- 
lowed. 

The dragoon became her ‘third hus- 
band, the ceremony this time taking 
place at Naples. This union proved no 
more lasting than the previous two, the 
lady finding other lovers, and as a re- 
sult the dragoon invoked the aid of the 
law courts and the lady was for the 
third time divorced. 

But she was a persevering individual, 
and before very long captured another 
officer, who married her in London, Dur. 
ing her brief union with her fourth hus- 
band she was arrested upon a charge of 
swindling and held in custody for four 
weeks, being finally discharged only on 
account of insufficient evidence, Her .hus- 
band found she was indulging in love af- 
fairs, too, and in his.turn sought and 
obtained a divorce. 

For the next few years Frau von Her- 
vay led a wandering life. She called 
hergelf the Baroness de Shane, and with 
the greatest audacity declared that she 
was the daughter of the Grand Duchess 
Viadimir, the aunt of the present czar, 
and mother of the Grand Duke Boris, 
who recently traveléd across the Amer-

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ican continent and contributed his mite 
to the gaiety of Chicago and New York. 


At Nice the baroness met in a pension 
an Austrian official, whom she relieved 
of several] thousand francs, and depart- 
ed without leaving a trace behind. 

She next seems to have turned up at 
Muzzuschlag, still as the daughter of a 
Russian grand duchess. Her dresses 
were magnificent and her display of 
pearls and diamonds extraordinarily 
opulent, but they have since proved to 
be false. She gave herself out as 
enormously wealthy, having large sums 
of money deposited in Viehna banks. 
The unfortunate Captain von Hervay 
doubtless {magined he was getting a rich 
prize. His friends, however, were scep- 
tical and began instituting inquiries as 
to her wealth. 

Hearing of this, the lady came to 
Vienna and deposited 200 kronen ($40) 
in a bank, withdrawing !60 kronen ($32) 
the next day. She endeavored to fasci- 


| nate the bank officials, and asked them 


to say if any one inquired about it, that 
she had valuables deposited with the 
bank. The officials, however, declined 
to be fascinated, and-finally showed her 
the door. =< 

Soon the final exposute came, and the 
deluded governor, realizing the extent of 
his misery, took his life. 

Frau von Hervay is in prison charged 
with fraud and.bigamy, as it seemis the 
last divorce proceedings instituted by 
husband No. 4 were not legally conclud- 
ed. It is improbable that she will wed 
again for some time. 


THEY OWE THEIR THRONES 
TO THEIR OWN EFFORTS 


RUE aristocrats have rather a 
z cynical] way of speaking of royalty. 

In spite of their high political posi- 
tion, the majority of the crowhed heads 
of Europe take by no means a high rank 
in the matter of lineage, says Pearson’s 
Weekly. 

In fact, with the utmost respect, be it 
said, most of Europe’s reigning sovereigns 
owe their lofty positions not to rights of 
descent, but to good luck, and their own 
efforts. 

Tre dynastic troubles of the kingdom of 
Servia, settled for the time being by the 
accession of King Peter, are merely the 
continuance of a struggle between swine- 
herds. 

Both the founder of the present dy- 
nasty, Karageorge, and of the late dy- 
nasty, Milosh Obrenovitch, before their 
entry into the realm of high politics, min. 
istered to the needs of the humble porker 
and that only so recently as the beginning 
of the last century. 

Somewhat more distinguished, but by no 
méans august, is the lineage of the king 
of Sweden, Oscar II. His line goes no 
further back than 18/8, to Marshal Ber- 
nadotte, one of Napoleon’s henchmen, 
who was jumped into the Swedish throne 
by his master, on the dethronement of 
Gustavus IV. 

The princely throne of Bulgaria is, of 
course, of intensely modern origin. Only 
in 1887 did the present prince, Ferdinand 
of Coberg, ascend the throne, on the ab- 
dication of Alexander of Hesse—both en- 
tire foreigners to Bulgaria. 

King Leopold of Belgium is an admir- 
able and popular monarch, but his royal 
line only comes down from 183!, when 
his father, a prince of Saxe-Coburg, was 
nominated king of the newly-formed 
State of Belgium. 

Newer still is ‘the origin of the royal 
family of Greece, as only in 1863 did 
the present dynasty assume power, with- 
out having ever had the remotest polit- 
ical connection with their subjects, The 
present King George of Greece is the 
first king of his race, and is the son of 
the king of Denmark. 

In 1863 the Greeks were without a 
monarch, and almost ously elect- 
ed for the post Prince Alfred of Great 
Britain, the late duke of Sax ; 
The position was not, however, selected 
for him by his august parents, and 20 
the throne passed over to the then Prince 
George of Schleswig-Holstein.

Before that,@Victor Amadeus was 
merely duke of Savoy. The rise of the 
Savoy family from obscure dukedom to 
the crown of one of the great powers is 
one of the phenomena of history and ap- 
peals greatly to the imagigation. 

When it was announced that Queen 
Wilhelmina, of Holland, would marry the 
luke Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
opinion generally regarded it as an act 
o2 condeagension on the part of her 
majesty. 

The German princely family, on their 
part, regarded it as no smalj condescen- 
sion for one of their stock to ‘unite him- 
self with so comparatively modern a roy- 
al family ag that of Holland. 

For, while the Mecklenburgs trace their 
descent to Genseric, the Vandal, who 
ravaged the western empire in the fifth 
century, the Dutch royal family of 
Orange only assumed the title of king 
and royal rank in i815. Before that, 
the Orange position was that of stadt- 
holder, a kind of presidentia) office only. 

Much is heard o€ the glories of the 
Hohenzolitrn family, of ‘which William 
Ii ig the prevailing ornament, but only 
in 1701 did the family attain kingly 
rank, having previously held thé ~ob- 
scure position of Margraves of Brandon- 
Lurg, obtained originally by purchase in 
the fifteenth century.

Mr. Cleveland, it will be seen, carried 
twenty-four states and got one electoral 
vot. from each of two others—one in 
Onio and one in North Dakota. Mr. 
Harrison carfied but isxteen states. He, 
too, got one vote in North Dakota and 
also one in California. General Weaver, 
the populist ndminee, carried four states 
and got one vote in North Dakota and 
one in Oregon. There were then forty- 
four states in the union, Utah not hav- 
ing been admitted to statehood. 


What About This Year? 

What chance has Judge Parker of car- 
rying certain states that went demo- 
eratic that year, but have since been 
reckoned republican or doubtful? 

Taking them in alphabeticad order, let 
us consider California first. While eight 
of. the nine democratic electors were 
Chosen that year, the records show that 
the democratic plurality was but 14. 
Still, that was enovgh. In 1894 the 
democrats followed up that victory by 
carrying through their state ticket, elect- 
ing their governor by 1,206, but the re- 
publican secretary of state won at the 
Same election by a plurality of 40,098. 
In 1896 the fight was exceedingly close, 
but the republicans gave the electoral 
Yote to McKinley by 2,797, plurality. In 


1898 the republican plurality on the state 
ticket was 


32,770. 
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In 1902 this big plurality was 


19,093, but two years later | 
President McKinley's plurality reached | 


Delaware and Idaho. 

Then there is Delaware. The pluralities 
there have always been small, for the 
total vote is small. From 1876 down to 
and including 1892, Delaware went demo- 
cratic. In 1892 the margin was but 498. 
| Since then it has been uniformly republi- 
/can. The highest plurality McKinley got 
| was in 1900, 4,103. The republicans are 
| badly divided. The Dupont-Higgins fac- 
|tion is still bitter in its opposition to 
|\Gas Addicks, who sits on his senator-

| IiMnois? There seems to be very little 
hope of making a serious impression upon

most vigorous campaign. For some rea- 
son not disclosed they have hopes that 
some of the strongest influences in the 
State, which are normally usually republi- 
Can, will help the democratic ticket this 
| year. Cleveland carried the state in 1892 
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‘by 26,933, Four years later, however, it 
rolled up the stupendous plurality of 1[42,- 
498 for McKinley and the lowest republi- 
can plurality since then was in 1698 for 
state treasurer, 43,450. It looks as if the 
republicans had made much the stronger 
nomination for governor. Their man, De- 
neen, is making a sort of Joe Folk pose— 
Joe is the real thing, but Deneen is a 
poser—but the indications are the farm- 
ers will take him as the real thing and 


‘that he will be elected. Candidly, there 


seems to be very little hope of carrying 
Illinois for Parker, but if this develops 
into another 1892 campaign, Illinois may 
be won. 


Hard Fight in Indie iw. 

In Indiana the republicans krew they 
have the hardest kind of a fight on their 
hands. The selection of Tom Taggart for 
chairman of the national committee has 
greatly increased the dem*cratic chance 
of carrying the state against Fairbanks. 
Taggart was largely responsible for the 
‘state going against Harrison, an Indiana 
man, in 1892, the plurality then being 
7,125. Since then the state has been re- 
publican, but In the campaign of 1896 it 
‘showed smaller percentage of falling off 
in the democratic vote than was shown 
in any other northern state. McKinley 
carried it then by but 
ralities since then have been greater. In 
1902 the republicans elected their secre- 
tary of state by 35,000, but there were 
local conditions which figured strongly in 
bringing about this result. Indiana is 
anybody's state as things stand today. 
The republicans rest their case with 
the barrel of dollars which Charles War- 
ren Fairbanks is presumed 
tap, and that is a powerful argument in 
the Hoosier state. Still the democrats 
hope to win, and they have a fair chance 
of doi-~ it. 

Kansas Loves Freaks. 

Kareas went populist in 1892. It should

Mr. Cleveland got five electoral votes 
in Michigan. That was due to the popu- 
larity of the electors on the democratic 
ticket or the unpopularity of certain of 
their opponents; for the republican plu- 
rality that year was 20,412. The demo 
crats have never since that day got even 
a showing in Michigan, nor will they from 
all appearances this year.

Republican Chaos in Wisconsin. 

Mr. Cleveland carried Wisconsin'in 1892 
when taere was nothing like the internal 
discord in the republican party of that 
state that is found now. True, the state 
had, the year before, elected a democratic 
governor by the—for Wisconsin—remark- 
able plurality of 28,320. The state had 
never before that gone democratic. 
issues in that governorship contest were 
largelg local—in fact, entirely so. The 
parochial school question overshadowed 
all other questions in the pubic mind, 
ang the democrats had the right end of it 
frony the viewpoint of the voter. The 
contra@ of the state machinery was un- 
dovbtedly a valuable factor in aiding 
demogatic success the fallowing yoar 
when Mr. Cleveland secured the electoral 
electors by a plurality of 6,544. The fol- 
lowing year the republicans elected their 
governor by 53,900, but the democrats 
again got on top in 1896, in the election 
for justice of the supreme court, their 
man winning by 9,080. Since then they 
have not had a show. McKinley car- 
ried Wisconsin by 102,612 In 1896 and 
by 106,58! in 1900. But Governor La- 
Folletts,.who weg given a plurality of 
103,656 that game year, fell down to 47,- 
599 when he ran far reelection In 1902, 
and had a united party behind him. 

Now there is the liveliest Kilkenny 
cat row known to American politics be- 
tween the LaFolette and Spooner factions. 
It is a fight to the death. LaFollette 
hag had himself renominated by one fac 
tion while the other faetion has its own 
candidate. The national committee and 
national convention, representing the 
party organization, and also the state 
courts have decided that the Spooner or 
Stalwart ticket is the regular one, but 
that makes no difference to LaFolletic, 
who believes he thas a great majority 
of republican voters with him. He con- 
tends that the line-up is between the 
masses of republicans on the one hand 
and the big railroad corporations, which 
dominated the politics of the state be- 
fore his advent, on the other, and he 1s 
carrying his fight right into every prs- 
cinct in the state. 

Lozally, it means the death of one 
crowd or the other. What will be tae 
effect upon the national ticket? 

In Wisconsin they have the Dlank*t 
hallot system. Under the state law, the 
names of candidates can appear in but 
one place on the ballot. In other words, 
a man cannot be the candidate of but 
one party. The law was made, presum- 
ably, to prevent fusion against the te- 
publican party; now the chickens are 
coming home to roost. The names of 
the republican electors can, according 
to this law, go under but one of the 
state tickets. They are therefore . in 
danger of losing Many votes by improper 
marking of the ticket. The chances of 
the national ticket are also menaced Ds 
the possibility that in the intensity of 
the state fight, the electors will be trad- 
ed off to help one candidate for g0Vv- 
ernor or the other. They are also me 
reced by the possibility that a gowl 
many republican and irderer-cent voters 
will become so disgusted with the sta*< 
fight that they will either not vote at ail

the light of all these conditions, Wis- 
consin is certainly a doubtful state tals 
year.

New York, despite the great republicar 
pluralities it has frolleq@ up at times, 
is the most genuinely doubtful of all 
the doubtful states.

Pat Shay, who for four 
years past has suffered from paralysis 
in both legs, compelling him to walk 
on crutches, was dragging himse'f to the 
lodging house where he is staying, near 
the Dials, when he saw smoke belching 
forth from Mr. Leach’s shop. The whole 
of the upper part of the four-story 
building was ‘Jet out,’’ there being al- 
together twenty-two people sleeping Qn 
the premises. ~ 

Promptly Mr. Shay gave the alarm, 
and in quick time a man, who hap- 
pened to be close by, answered the call. 
Between them they: managed to burst 
in the door. 

Then, in his intense excitement, the 
cripple forgot his infirmity, and, throw- 
ing away his crutches, rushed with his 
companion up the Durning stairs. Seizing 
an infant boy, whom he found in a 
room, Mr. Shay rushed downstairs with 
him, hig fellow rescuer following with a 
littie girl. 

By this time the police and firemen had 
arrived, and, making their way into 
the flaming building, pluckily rescued 
the remainder of the inmates. Among 
them were an invalid man and woman, 
who for a considerable time had been 
bed-ridden. 

All the occupants were taken in at the 
Clock house public the Migs, 
saving two. These, with a fireman who 
fell through the escape, were conveyed 
to a hospital. 

The remainder of the 
told follows:

ment. Its first batch of graduates, arm- 
| ed with certificates of competency, have 
;gone forth into domestic~service, and 
| from mistresses and maids alike satis- 
| factory reports have been received. These 
Arachne students of pies and puddings 
and other mysteries of household econ- 
omy are all gentlewomen. The pro- 
moters of the club believe that ag ser- 
vanis in good families they will be far 
better off than if they took to typewrit- 
ing, teaching and the various overcrowd- 
ed occupations to which young ladies 
usually resort when necessity compels 
them to earn their own living. 

They are styled “professional servants.” 
The training imposed upon them justi- 
files the designation. Whether a girl 
elects to become a housemald, a parlor 
maid or a cook she has to submit to a 
thorough practical course of skilled in- 
struction. And she ig not allowed to 
make money out of her accomplishments 
until she has pagsed the necessary exam- 
inations and received her dipioma. ‘The 
club further stipulates that to retain their 
connection with the club the graduates 
must not enter households where they 
will De simply one among other servants 
who are not gentiefolk by birth. ‘The 
result is that they either enter service in 
pairs or work singlehanded in smali

'tthe same degree of persistence and is not 
| capable of as high grade work. New 
'York’s colored population has been both 
| small and thrifty. The colony is now get- 
‘ting larger and less thrifty. Colored peo- 
iple are not prone to ask for charity. They 
jare obliged to pay from {0 to I5 per cent 
higher rents than whites. This ts due to 
the fact that they are Not as good ten- 
‘ants. They are not sanifaryand alow the 
property which they ocoupy to run down. 
|For this reason tenement houses are not 
opened to negro occupation until they 
have ceased to be profitable as homes for 
whites, and have run down to such an ex- 
tent that it is hardly worth while to put 
them in ehape again for the whites.”

Women’s Baptist Home Mission Society Doing 
Splendid Work in Oklahoma. : 


T is commonly supposed that to find 
| ans of the marvels of missions on? 
must cross the seas. It !s not gen- 


erally known that one of 
triumphs of the gosper «n recent years 
is to be found in our nosne mission work 
among the blanket Indians of Oklahoma. 
Eleven years ago missionaries of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society 
and the Woman's Baptist Home Mission 
Society began work with the _ several 
tribes in western Oklahoma. At that 
time these Indians, far from towns and 
villages, were living in filthy, vermin- 
infested tepees, pitched in the timber 
growing along muddy creeks of the dusty, 
wind-swept prairie land. In those days 
few of them had ever heard of the “Jesus 
road.”” Barring a small number who had 
been taken away to government schools 
in the east, perhaps none had taken 
Christ into their hearts and lives. Truly 
they were a heathen peopie. 
“Eleven years of herolc effort on the 
part of our missionaries, ana lo, a trans- 
formation! This betterment of Ameri- 
ean Indian lIife can hardly be seen to 


greater advantage anywhere than in the 


meetings of the Oklaboma Indian Bap- 
tist Association, composed of six churches 
amonzt the Kiowas, Comanches and 
Cheyennes, and missionaries to several 
other tribes which have not yet seen 
any of their number “putting their feet 
In the Jesus road.’ It was my privi- 
lege to attend the seventh annua! meet- 
ing of this association, held with 
Rainy Mountain church. June 16-19. 

Splendid preparation had been made 
for the annual gathering. Late in the 
afternoon, as we journeyed, the camp 
could be seen In the distance. The hun- 
dred tents, each accommodating several 
people, surrounded the reat house of 
worship and the substantial arbor erected 
for the occasion. Many pontes had been 
turned loose to graze on the verdant 
prairie. An immense United States flag 
floated over the arbor. Yar away in 
the background were the graceful slopes 
of the Wichita mountains, The picture 
will never be forgotten. Indians fram 
far and near were encamped on the 
grounds, the Christians entertaining the 
non-Christian ,Indians. Every morning 
the beef wagon was driven around camp, 
and a husky Kiowa announced its pres- 
ence. Every family was supplied. Neat, 
clean dining halls, or tents, were pro- 
vided for the visitors. At the close af 
the services old Gotebo, once a warrior, 
now a deacon, cried aloud for the vis- 
itors to find their places at the “chuck- 
away’’ tables. 

But the first sgarvice is opening. A Kio- 
wa hymn is being sung, and then a Co- 
manehe hymn, for several tribes are rep- 
resented in this gathering, and they speak 
not the same tongue. Is it possible, we 
ask, that these people who used to fight 
each other now meet in the same place, 
praying to the same God for each other, 
and planning to make wider the “Jesus 
road,’’ even “across the great waters?” 
What a lesson they teach! The audi- 
ence is large and interesting. Many strong 
faces are seen. Nearly all the women 
wear blankets of bright colors, embroid- 
ered moccasins and skirts of varied hues. 
The babes are carried on the backs of 
their mothers. The men in general ‘have 


adopted the white man’s garb, retaining, | 


however, their love for the blanket, which 
is frequently worn with the trousers and 
shirt of striking color. A large propor- 
tion of the men still braid the hair, while 
the women allow it to fall loosely. The 
men have adopted hats, but the women 
cover the head with the blanket if they 
desire it covered. The women in particu- 
lar look, for all the world, as if they had 


just stepped out of the picture bookxs. | 


Around the arbor we see banners with 
the following words: “Come to the 
Light,”’ ‘‘Long in the Darkness we Haye 
Waited for Light,” “The Lord Is my 
lAght and my Salvation,’’ “A Light that 
Shineth ijn the Dark Places,’’ “Speak unto 
the Children of {srael that They Go For- 
ward.”’ Prayers are offered in several 
tongues to the “Great Father,’’ who 
“hath made of one blood all nations,’’ 
and knows the aspiration of every heart. 
The introductory sermon is _ preached. 
Three Indians go forward to express their 
desire to “walk in the Jesus road.” All 
three relate their experience. One Kiowa 
woman had promised the “Great Father’’ 
that she would accept Christ and “put 
her feet in the Jesus road” if he would 
hear her prayer and restore a sick child 
to health. The prayer had been answered. 
Now she would fulf! her promise. A 


young maiden attributes her deéciston to | 


the influence of hér Chirstian parents. A 
blind man would see Jesus. 

The sun is hardly lighting the prairie 
fn the early morning before the’camp is 
astir, and Deacon Gotebo is ringing the

Joints of her 
‘fingers were removed in other days as a 
‘sign of mourning at the death of loved 
ones. Now these hands work for the Lord 
Jesus. The hearts of the visitors are full 
at the thought of the transforming power 
of the gospel. Presidents of other s0- 
cleties report, Is it possible that we are 
listening (through interpreters, of 
course) to Indians who were so recently 
untamed? Yes, but they are now clothed 
and in their right minds. 
| We hear much about evangelism tn our 
associations and conventions over the 
land. We see a good deal of it at this 
Indian gathering. There are two sermons 
.a day. The missionary may be speaking 
through ‘Interpreters to Indians of four 
or five tribes at the same time. Sunday 
is fie great day of the feast. The doors 
of the churches are opened, the deacons 
examining the candidates for Baptism A 
rigid examination it 4s, too. Few white 
‘people would care to have such searching 
questions propounded 
‘their attitude on certain practices that 
are supposed to belong to ‘‘the crooked 
roads.’’ Older Christians exhort the be- 
'ginners to look to God for strength. A 
‘mother and son ask for baptism. Lucius 
1exclaims in Kiowa that the father should 
‘come, too. Soon the father asks permis- 
‘sion to speak, He is an Indian of fine 
‘physique and good face. His words are 
‘interpreted for the benefit of the whites: 
“tT do not object to my wife and son 
| walking the Jesus road. When Lucius 
said, ‘The father ought to come, too,’ it 
was like throwing a rope around my neck 
and drawing me. That boy I love best of 
all my children. You have him with you. 
I cannot come today, but I shall think 
about it, and maybe come before long.” 
The most interesting event of the oc- 
casion was the baptismal service on Sun- 
day afternoon, When within full view of 
the spots where nYany of them lived in 
wretched tepees as they “walked in 
|crooked roads.” twenty believers follow 
‘their Lord in baptism. One who had

| est sympathy with the mission work 
| were present at any time, Nearly every 
white person on the grounds rejoiced in 
‘heart pith the Indians. No throng 
| prompted by curiosity interfered with the 
| work this year. Among the visitors was 
| Rev. R. B. Wright, missionary to the 
| Navajos, and supported in part by these 
Christians. He reported the first convert 
|in his work. Dr. N. B. Rairden, who has 
| had genera] oversight of the work of the 
| American Baptist Home Mission Society 
‘in this fleld for a number of years, was 


present with helpful word and Influence. 


The Indian Christians regard him with | 


great affection. He owes it to the de- 
‘nomination, some of us think, to pre- 
| pare a brief account of this remarkable 
|work. Perhaps no one ts more familiar 
| with the details of thig interesting chap- 
|ter of missionary effort. 

The following is the financial exhibit 
taken from the letter of the Rainy 
| Mountain Kiowa church of 133 mem- 
' bers: For Home Mission Society, $235.65; 
| Women’s Home Mission Society, $121.76; 
‘home expenses, $496.17; orphans’ home, 
$15; foreign missions, $25; miscellaneous, 
| $162.05; laska work, $6.77; total, 
| $1,061.40. Other churches made credit- 
able records. 

The man who gays that little can be

| work among these Indians, He who says 
“The only good Indian ig the dead In- 
dian” will find that he knows little of 
the Indian’s real character and intelll- 
gence. 

These results have been largely possi- 
ble because of the heroes and heroines 
of God who are our missionaries to 
these people. What has been done with 
these Indians can be done with others. 
if the gospel is faithfully preached by 
Christlike missionaries. It is estimated 
that twenty trfbes in North America are 
without the gospel. What hag already 
been done should tnspire our people to 
support our home mission societies in en- 
larging the work already opened and in 
| reaching unoccupied fields.

Few white people who were not tn full- |

woO thoughts were in my mina 
7 when we left Kobe for our trip 
through the Inland sea of Japan. 


One was that I should get a first hand 
sight of the preparations for war, the 
other was that I should see something 
of the Japanese Japan, as distinguished! 
from the foreignized Japan around rhe 
ports. 

In the first expectation I was not dis- 
appointed. As to the second, whiie I 
saw and learned much, undreamed of 
by the tourist, who touches at Yokoha- 
ma, Tokio, Kioto, Kobe and Nagasaki. 
and from these points, visits ‘all the 
places of interest,”’ chiefly temples an‘ 
curio shops; yet my further knowledge of 
this country and people reveals how lit 
tle I know and convinces me that only 
a long residence and association with 
them can give one authority to speak fur 
these people. Any one can write about 
them, but that is another story. 

In regard to the war preparation then 
going on, we had been aware for some 
time, of the unpleasantness between Ja- 
pan and Russia. The streets of the 
city had for weeks been gay with strings 
of lanterns, the scarlet and white flags 
of the sunrise kingdom being everywhere 
in evidence. The booming. of the big 
guns at the entrance of the harbor has 
sounded ominous but we had the com- 
fortable assurance it was not the Rus- 
sians bombarding the town, but the Jap- 
anese getting ready to welcome them 
should they come. Every day the air was 
rent with cries of “Banzai! Banzai!” the 
Japanese term for hwurrah, fron the 
great crowds which lined the railroad 
as the soldiers pass by, long trains of 
them, on their way ‘to the front, the 
‘newsboys calling “Gogai!” (extra) pen- 
| etrated even the distant suburb where I 
live and wo had gotten up at unreasona- 
| ble ‘hours of the night to toss a penny >ut 
of the window, and get in return a smal] 
damp sheet with n@®ws that was usual!y 
not news or that no on€ really knew. 

We left Kobe in the dark and the rain 
and had a most exciting time in a rocking 
sampan where, huddled. with a lot of Jap- 
anese, we clung desperately, each to his 
neighbor, be he barbarian or Scythian. 
My father’s tall figure silhouetteg against 
a wharf light, clasping hands for bal- 
‘ance witha Squatty, squint-eyed Japa- 
nese gentioman gave me a version of 
e pluribus unum. The steamer at last 
‘attained, we found it clean, comfortable 
‘and commodious. The Yehimei Maru is 
(one of the new steamers put on at the 
time of the Osaka exposition to which 
the ambitious, native imagination pictur. 
ed the whole* world flocking and planned 
to capture their coin by taking them 
through the beautiful and fanrnfamed 
Inland sea. 

We awoke the next morning to find 
ourselves steaming past a majestic pyra- 
mid of mountain, while about us smaller 
‘isolateq peaks loomed in yiew like <o 
many icebergs of land. If one might 
80 speak, they looked like floating frag- 
iments of some mighty mountain ranje 
lon the move. The sides are so steep 


| they can be cultivated only by being ter- 


raced; the patience and ingenuity of the | 


|people in using every foot of available 
|space has been a continuous marvel to 
(us. In some places a patch of fields wii! 
be terraced, on some bare bleak hiliside

‘Many of the islands are thickly inhabited, 
and we were constantly passing hamlets 
lof brown thatched houses, each with its 
| patriarch-like temple set in an ancient 
pine grove, fishing villages with 
' forests of masts in front of them, or 
‘large cities with busy wharves. 


Kure, the Nation’s Armory. 

At several points sampans put out and 
brought knots of soldiers on board. At 
one place we passed a coaling fleet of 
thirty schooners, said to be carrying coal 
'to the Japanese navy. But not until we 
‘approached Kure did we realize we were 
inear the great arthory of the nation. The 
entrance would well baffle anv but a 
|trained native pilot so narrow and wind- 
ing is it; ight houses fortifications pro- 
tect it well. K® # frequent intervals 
‘Throughout this wicinity the hills are 
Sliced out for gun mountings and block 
|houses are built. Now and then we could 
‘see men busy as beavers grading roads 
\Or carrying material. 

_ Kure itself came into view around a 
| sudden bend, a large town crowding 
down to the water's edge; large brick 
| built foundries belching smoke were con- 
'spicuous amid the low tile-roofed houses: 
fine foreign built buildings crown several 
heights. This is where most of the metal 
|work for the navy is made, and a great 
ideal of ammunition. The ore is brought 
‘here from Hondo by a railway, which 
| we could see burrowing its way through 
ithe hills along the island’s edge. There 


'were two double-funneled men-of-war at | 
lanchor in the harbor and they looked | 


| very ready for business in their war paint 
|of lead color. Several dories filled with 
sailors were pulling against each other 
wiah a merry good-will: the construction 
\of the boats, manner of rowing and cus- 
tom of sailors were foreign. 

All through the Inland sea amid the 
‘mative craft, Isigh-pooped junks with 
_bamboo-ribbed sails and narrow sampans 
| Skulled from the stern, were scattered 
sloops, schooners and steamers of for- 
eign pattern. Nothing can be more pic- 
_turesque than the various sail boats trim- 
‘ming their sails at many angles as suits 
their different purposes: but when I got 
i'my notebook to sketch some of them an 
‘officer promptly asked me to desist. One 
|must not for any purpose put pen to pa- 
per in this vicinity. A missionary friend 
of mine had even his sermon notes put 
under the ban. 

From Kure to Ujina, the port of Hiro- 
shima, is about an hous run through 
most picturesque ‘waters, the passage is 
a maze at whose every turn new beauty 
greets the eye. Here the islands are 
| wooded, zines leaning and twisted as 
‘only Japanese pines know bf 'w 
‘reach long arms out over the waters’ 
edge, which is often rocky, with sea- 
washed caves. Ujina was crowded with 
vessels, most of them black-hulled 
transports, most of them conscripted for 
government service from Nippo Yusen 
Kaisha and other steamship lines. They 
have been overhauled, all superfluous 
deck furnishings removed, wooden horse 
stalls Hine the deck, canvas ventilators 
#@ke the place of former ones, all in 
readiness for serious service. I was told

Visit to Hospital Ship. 

An enforced wait at Ujina gave us an 
interesting experience, a visit to one of 
thé two hospital ships in harbor. We 
‘had the usual lesson in patience which 
| precedes a government permit in this 
country, proceeding by slow, polite stages 
from one police office to another, past 
the heads and, worse, the heels, of long 
rows of pack ponies that filled the 
square. At last, with police escort, we 
passed within the forbidden territory to

| The ship’s saloon where we met the 
directors and several officers and were 
served with tea is-a cosy, pretty room 
containing a piano. The ship was built in 
Glasgow and is of modern pattern 


versation with one of the doctors whom 
the director said would “lead” us. He 
spoke English correctly and was very in- 
telligent, but said he could tge German 
better. He showed us first the quarters 
for wounded officers, ten state rooms 
with two beds and a lounge in each. 
Pausing a moment in one of them he 
salg, “I saw two men die here in north 
China waters during last war with China. 
I Was very sorry,’’ and there was an un- 
professional mist in his eyes. In a very 
large apartment were rows and rows of 
two-story iron beds, each with its blan- 
ket, bed skirt and bandages folded in 
readiness for its occupant amd a choked 
feeling sprang up in my throat and I 
thought of the condition of the poor fel- 
lows who would probably occupy them. 
The immaculate operating room, XA-ray 
apparatus and arrangements for steriliz- 
ing instruments are of the most im- 
proved modern pattern. He showed us 
also the accommodations for the nurses, 
the men in the bow, the women in the 
stern end of the vessel. In the latter 
place we met a group of twelve or 
more nurses, all Japanese. Their for- 
eign uniform of blue serge with short 
pleated shirt and waist and tall white 
gathered cap, is as ugly and unbecoming 
an array as can be imagined. I suppose, 
therefore, it is sensible. Anyhow, the 


| Japanese women are always guys in any, 


‘costume but their own graceful one. 
‘Though their appearance was rather 
ludicrous, the red cross they wore com- 
manded our deep respect, and when we 
thought of the scenes of suffering these 
‘women would witness and of their self- 
‘sacrificing service, we were nearer tears 
‘than laughter. The doctor told us the

We thought we had: met all the per- 
‘sonages of rank on board in the course 
lof our tour, but when we came again 
‘on deck we were presented to a hand- 
‘some, stalwart gentleman, in scrupulous 
| uniform, bedecked with gold, the captain, 
‘He could not speak English, but a frank, 
‘almost American, affability in his manner, 
| would have been understood in any Jan- 
/guage, or without any. 
| As our little launch churned its way 
‘back to the pier an old couplet sang it- 
|self through my head: 


‘‘Darkness shows us worlds of light 
Never sten by day.” 


War is indeed terrible, cruel and waste- 
ful, yet against the horror the black- 
ness of it stands out in wondrous bright- 
/ness and virtues it evokes. 

By Jinriksha to Hiroshima. 
One can go from Ujina to Hiroshima by 
i\jinriksha or basha. The basha looks like 
|the most perfect instrument of torture 
\that can be invented, a deep, square box 
/with a low cover is swung down on the 
very axles of four squeaking wheels, no 
\springs, of course. On the bottom of this, 
icovered only with a bit of matting, the 
|/passengers sit, tucking their feet con- 
veniently under them for cushions. The 
|driver sits on a shelf in front and al- 
‘most pushes the one poor shaggy beast, 
who pulls the contraption. There were 
a dozen of these entreating the ‘honor of 
our presence, but we preferred jinrikshas. 
They recall the “lean-away-back” camel 
rides of ‘‘fair’’ days, but have cushions 
and they. go. 

The road to Hiroshima is a fine, broad 
‘One, built up several feet above the sur- 
rounding fields, which stretch away in a 
| broad plain to the mountains on either 
side. For a mile and more along this 
‘road have sprung up, like Jonah’s gourd, 
‘hundreds of houses of entertainment, 
|rude, temporary structures of mud, bam- 
| boo and bark. Past them moves an al- 
/most constant procession of foot sol- 
\diers, artillery corps, red cross brigades, 
,couriets, pack ponies or cavalry going 
'to or from Hiroshima. 


Appearance of Jap Troops. 

Of the glitter and dust of soldiery we 
Saw a good deal,during our stay in Hiro- 
shima; indeed, we could see but little 
else. Whenever or wherever we went on 
the streets we met long troops of sol- 
diers. Caparisoned for war, in black unil- 
forms banded with scarlet and yellow, 
‘and brown leggings, with knapsacks and 
‘other accoutrements of brown leather, 
_they were striking looking. A troop of 
| them winding through the narrow streets 
‘with regular tramp, tramp, looked like 
the giant centepede of native nursery 
lore. Besides the troops constanly mov- 
ing through the streets, there are knots 
of soldiers at every corner, and uniforms 
blaze in every shop. 
| The ninety thousand soldiers at this 
writing in Hiroshima are all, with the 
exception of the home garrison, quarter- 
_ed in the. homes of the people and except 
at drill times widely scattered. Resi- 
dents say that while troops are constant- 
lly leaving for Korea, new ones as con- 
stantly arrive, so the tax on them is 
rarely lightened. During the China-Japan 
war every possible sleeping space .was 
occupied and yet some of the soldiers had 
to sleep in the streets: Now everyone 
who has extra room has to receive the 
soldiers; some of the wealthier people 
are moving into very small houses to 
avoid these compulsory guests. I asked if 
there was much complaint on the part of 
the Hiroshima people, and was told “not 
much.” Prices have not gone up as high 
@s was expected and the pride of the 
people pleased at the great stir and 
importance of their city. The resident 
population is 130,000.

Interesting sight. The borders of it are 
flied with tents of straw, not canvas, 
for horses, not men. When firs I saw 
it. every clas, of soldier seemed to be 
trying every kind of maneuver at once, 
and an unpracticed spectator wondered 
why they did not get tangled up, but 
they didn't. One presently perceived 
that all the varied actiivty was under 
the control and eye of certain groups of 
mounted officers in different parts of 
the field. ‘ ; 

On..the field the Japanese soldier does 
not differ véry much from the Duropean 
or American, but ‘his smallness is pain- 
fully evident. One shudders to think 
of these slight fellows encountering great 
burly Cossacks, yet there is a readiness, 
an alertness and an earnestness about 
them that can not ve gainsaid and will 
count heavily in their favor. 

Their horses are such small, runty crea- 
tures that the calvary makes no show 
at all. These’ native ponies are said to 
be wondrously enduring and thrive on 
small rations, two desira’ble traits for a 
campaign horee. 

They are stupid and vicious, and I 
failed to observe any sympathy or under- 
standing between horse and rider The 
officers ride imported steeds, larger and 
finer every way, but what are they 
among sO many. 

Hard Work of Military Training. 

Not only on the parade ground are the 
men being drilled, The whole vicinity is 
turned into a military training ground. 
Om the river we saw greenhorn sol- 
diers trying to skull along untractable 
sampans under the direction of officers 
on the bridges. It was fun to watch 
them. but not much fun for them, be- 
cause the river is swift and the spring 
sunshine warm. Elsewhere on the river, 
pontoon boats were being used to train 
the soldiers in rowing foreign fashion. 
Out in the fields squads of men in cot- 
ion uniforms were piling up breast- 
works, leaping ditches and charging im- 
aginary Russians. Alj along the foot- 
hills targets were set up and the crack 
of rifles waa interspersed with the boom 
ot bigger guns. Watching them was like 
seeing an interesting game, ‘but the files 
of sweaty, dusty men, who marched to 
their quarters each evening, looked |ike 
had been through a hard day's 
work 

The aim of the Japanese seemg to be 
te make each soldier intelligent!y effi- 
cient, not only along one line cf ser- 
vice, but many. Each soldier is am- 
bitious to excel. A friend of mine, who 
was in Hiroshima all during the Japan- 
told me the children who 


frequently announce, with great gusto and 


pride, “My father was killed in a biz 


‘battle the other day,’’ or ‘\My brother 
\was just blown all to pieces and they 
|could find only a piece of him to send 
i|home to bury.”’ 


Ihese awful announcements from child- 


lish lips conferred great honor upon them 
‘in the eyes of the others, reflections 
|of the spirit in their homes 


I could not then understand how such 
stoiciam was possible, but I begin to 


'realize, if not understand, the temper | 
of this patriotic people, who have, fol- 


lowing their most revered heroes and 
teachers, ever held their lives lightly, and 
by whom self destruction has always 
een thought honorable, and, often, glo- 
rious. 

My impression of the military men and 
measures of Japan in this crisis may be 
summed up in the one word, Readiness! 
The marching of the men, the maneu- 
vering in drilling, the loading of the 
ships, the rowing of the sailors, the 


' shooting of the guns, all seem to be done 
|'with the definite idea of getting ready for 


the Russians.

Elijah Discouraged. 

LIJAH is one of the towering, pic- 
F curesaue and ever-living characters 

of Hebrew history. His peership to 
Moses is indicated by the fact that with 
him he was permitted to view our Sa- 
vior’s transfiguration. His imminence in 
Jewish thought had a singular illustration 
when Jesus was crucified. The people 
thought the suffered on the cross called 
Elijah and said: 

“Let us see if Elijah will not come.” 
To this very day jn orthodox Hebrew 
homes there is one occasion when -a va- 
cant chair is set for the prophet, and 
he is the honored, though invisible, guest. 
Elijah ia more frequently mentioned in 
the New Testament than any other 
prophet. The very abruptness with which 
he enters the annals of his times seems 
appropriate. The descent and parentage 
of other prophets is given with minute 
particularity—that of Elijah is omitted. 
Like the fabled Melchezedech, he is with- 
out father or mother, beginning or end 
of days. Some one says he bursts into 
Hebrew history in a storm, and makes 
his exit in a whirlwind. 

Attenton is directed again to this 
unique character. He is not, however, in 
this instance, seen riding the crest of a 
popular reformation—its idolized hero— 
but ignominiously stranded upon the 
shore, where the receding tide has left 
him.

In this chart the names of kings are 
in Roman, of: prophets in small capitals 
and of events in italics. 

The numerals following the name of 
each king indicate the years that were 
called by his name. Commonly, the 
king’s accession occurred the year before 
his “first vear,”’ the year -in which a 
king succeeded another being counted to 
the outgoing king. Sometimes, however, 
it is counted to both, and ig the “first 
year’ of the incoming king. 

The years used in the Babylonian, As- 
syrian, and Israelite ¢chrunvlogy are ver- 
nal years, from March to March, not from 
January to January. This would make a 
difference in the’ year-number events oc- 
curring between January and March. 

What is given in the chart as biblical 
chronology differs slightly from that of 
Usher. Usher held that it was just a 
thousand years from the dedication of 
the temple to the birth of Christ. The 
biblical data, as they stand, make it a 
thousand and seven years. So Usher 
dropped the interregnum of eleven years 
before Uzziah, and added four years, one 
year at a time, between Uzziah and the 
burning of the temple.
